SuBJEcCT: “THE ENCHANTED ISLANDS” 


With the presentation of this Academy-produced 
film — the premiere in color — once again the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences takes a giant step in 
furthering the self-assumed, vitally-important role 
that it has had in the lengthening story of the legend- 
ary Galapagos Islands. That role, as the membership 
may or may not know, goes back to the 1905-1906 
research expedition, collections from which actually 
were the nucleus of a re-born institution which rose 
phoenix-like from the ashes of the terrible earthquake 
and fire that occurred during the expedition’s absence 
when all CAS research material accumulated since 
1853 was destroyed. 

Interest in the “lands that time forgot” has not 
abated since, with the result that the Academy is the 
foremost repository of Galapagoan material in the 
world. There was a noteworthy 1932 Templeton 
Crocker Galapagos Expedition in which the Acad- 
emy was prominently involved. In 1964, when the 
Charles Darwin Research Station at Academy Bay 
was dedicated, the CAS figured among those present. 
Countless scientific papers have been and are being 
published locally about these unique islands (at 
present, the Stanford University Press is publishing 
a “Flora of the Galapagos” authored by Dr. Ira L. 
Wiggins, past-president of the Academy and a re- 
search associate in the Department of Botany). These 
islands will forever fascinate for there will always be 
someone wishing to explore their wide ramifications 
and learn more about the living things found there, 
and, to coin a cliche, the surface has only been 
scratched. 

“THE ENCHANTED ISLANDS” was shot en- 
tirely on location in July-August of 1970. It is inter- 


esting to note that the expedition, made possible by 
the Belvedere Scientific Fund, was not a collecting 
trip. Perhaps it could be called a “recollecting” trip 
in that those involved were for the most part young 
scientists with a sprinkling of laymen who were there 
to look, to observe, to remember — with the possible 
result that one day, inadvertently or not, they may 
“recollect” an experience and in some unknown 
way add to the lore of Las Islas Encantadas. 

It was a great adventure for these young people 
which you can share through this hour-long film. 
You'll see, as was mentioned earlier, a host of ani- 
mals — some of which exist nowhere else in the 
world: marine iguanas, — definitely marked and 
different; giant tortoises; penguins strangely out of 
joint in these surroundings: finches that vary from 
island to island; flightless cormorants; pelicans; alba- 
tross; beautifully marked gulls; and flamingos — all 
captured against the starkly beautiful lava landscape 
and jagged headlands of these fascinating islands 
making up this unique archipelago. 

Peter P. Drowne was cinematographer, director 
and editor for the film and David Parker supplied 
the script. Mr. Drowne shot some 9000 feet of film 
which was edited down to approximately 1800. Both 
gentlemen have been involved in documentary films 
produced in the past by the Academy. The Belvedere 
Scientific Fund made this newest gratifying project 
possible. 

There will be two separate screenings as indicated. 
Your 1970 membership card is your admission and 
we urge you to share your guest tickets with good 
friends. Two ways of ingress are available: Cowell 
Hall, main entrance; and the rear Planetarium en- 
trance off Middle Drive.
